Out  of  the  total  of  1,202  visits  and  inspections  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  under  all  headings ,  more  than  one  sixth  (206)  were  in 
respect  of  sewage  disposal  at  the  Council's  own  works  and  housing  sites 0 
With  the  prospect  of  further  progress  in  the  development  of  village  schemes, 
the  time  to  oe  spent  on  this  work  will  increase.  Surveys  will  have  to  be 
brought  up-to-date  and  the  preparation  for  transfer  of  house  drains  from 
the  existing  sewers  and  ditches  to  the  new  sewers  will  take  up  a  large 
proportion  of  the  Inspector's  time.  Taking  into  account  also  the 
administration  of  the  refuse  disposal  service  and  inspections  under  the 
Petroleum  Regulations,  the  routine  public  health  inspections  will  of 
necessity  be  fewer  and  if  this  important  and  indeed  primary  aspect  of 
the  work  of  the  department  is  not  to  suffer,  the  appointment  of  a  tecnnxcal 
assistant,  preferably  a  qualified  public  health  inspector,  is  very  desirable 0 

With  the  enlargement  of  the  water  undertaking,  the  amount  of  paper 
work  there  is  s_lso  increasing,  putting  an  additional  burden  on  the  one 
clerk  who  acts  for  both  the  public  health  and  water  departments.

Quantity.  With  a  relatively  wet  summer,  no  acute  shortages  of  supply 
were  experienced  during  the  year,  even  in  those  parts  of  the  district  which, 
as  yet,  have  not  benefited  from  the  new  Thcrnford  borehole  supply. 

General  inadequacy  was  experienced  in  the  Nether  Compton 
and  Over  Compton  areas  and  this  would  become  seriously  acute  in  the  event 
of  a  dry  summer.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Council  to  cover  such  an  event. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  water 
in  bulk  from  the  Sturminster  Rural  District. 

Quality.  The  bacteriological  quality  of  some  of  the  supplies  still 
prove  unsatisfactory,  in  particular  the  Southern  Parishes  Supply.  Chlorination 
of  all  the  Council’s  supplies  is  carried  out  and  regular  samples  submitted

A  short  forty  yard  main  extension  was  laid  at  Holnest  to  supply  one 
house  and  horticultural  needs. 

The  works  on  the  new  12"  main  to  Wincanton  via  Obome  and  Poyntington 
were  started,  but  weather  conditions  and  the  nature  of  the  ground  en  route 
caused  slow  progress.  Three  thousand  yards  were  laid  in  the  year.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  absence  of  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  remains 
the  main  stumbling  block  to  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in  most  of  the 
parishes  in  the  district 0  This  lack  will  become  more  apparent  as  main 
water  is  made  available  to  increasing  numbers  of  properties  in  the  expansion 
of  the  water  undertaking „ 

In  December,  Ministerial  sanction  was  given  to  a  proposal  to  lay  a 
portion  of  the  Trent  sewer  at  the  same  time  as  the  water  main  is  being  put 
through  that  village .  This  will  obviate  repeated  road  openings 0 

There  being  small  satisfaction  in  having  a  sewer  which  cannot  be  used, 
representations  were  made  for  authority  to  carry  out  the  complete  scheme 
for  Trent  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  reply  was  awaited. 

By  reason  of  the  restriction  on  capital  expenditure,  no  progress  was 
made  towards  the  completion  of  the  village  schemes  at  Thomford,  Alweston, 
or  Bradford  Abbas  and  it  is  disappointing  to  report  that  this  lack  of  an 
essential  service  remains  the  outstanding  obstacle  to  improvement  of  housing 
conditions  in  the  district 0 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


House  Refuse.  The  monthly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been 
maintained.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  persuade  householders  to  use  proper 
dustbins,  instead  of  the  non-descript  containers  which  'decorate'  the 
roadside  on  collection  days.  Apart  from  the  unsightliness  and  unhygienic 
practice  of  using  open  boxes  and  tins  for  storage  of  refuse,  the  work  of 
collecting  is  rendered  more  difficult  and  laborious  for  the  dustmen, 
especially  on  wet  days.  For  the  sake  of  example  alone  it  is  suggested 
that  the  Council  consider  the  provision  of  regulation  dustbins  at  Council 
houses.  The  initial  cost  added  to  the  specification  of  a  new  Council 
house  would  be  negligible  and  a  condition  of  the  tenancy  could  cover  the 
replacement  and  maintenance  of  the  bin. 

The  quantity  of  refuse  collected  continues  to  increase 
and  repeated  differences  ari.se  as  to  what  is  and  is  not  domestic  refuse, 
especially  at  farm  premises.  The  employment  of  an  additional  man  for  tip 
maintenance  has  paid  dividends  in  a  much  more  solidly  compacted  tip  and  a 
consequent  better  use  of  the  limited  space  available.  The  greatest  difficulty 
continues  to  be  in  finding  sufficient  and  suitable  material  for  covering 
the  refuse.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  search  for  a  new  site  for  a 
tip  and  one  is  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  only  solution  will  be 
the  compulsory  purchase  of  a  suitable  site. 

It  was  decided  during  the  year  to  purchase  a  new 
diesal  engined  collecting  vehicle  and  delivery  is  promised  for  January  1 957  <> 

A  saving  in  fuel  costs  is  anticipated. 

Salvage .  The  sale  of  salvaged  materials  during  the  year  produced 
£1 10. Is. Ad,  an  improvement  on  the  1955  figure  of  £63.17s.Od„  This  was 
principally  due  to  a  resumption  of  the  sale  of  tins.  It  is  hoped  to 
increase  the  segregation  of  tins  from  the  refuse  for  the  duel  purpose  of 
reducing  the  bulk  of  rubbish  to  be  disposed  of  and  increasing  the  Council's 
income  from  this  source.  The  new  paper  baling  press  purchased  during  the 
year  proved  its  worth  in  that  we  can  now  produce  a  neat  and  well  compacted 
bale  which  is  more  acceptable  to  the  merchants. 

Cesspool  Emptying.  The  contract  for  this  work  at  the  Council  housing 
sites  was  continued  and  is  operating  satisfactorily.  A  serious  problem 
associated  with  this  service  is  the  disposal  of  the  sludge.  At  the  present 
time  a  limited  quantity  is  taken  to  a  lagoon  at  the  Thcmfcrd  dump  but  the 
remainder  has  to  be  dispersed  over  land  by  the  goodwill  of  farmers  who  are 
prepared  to  accept  it.  This  is  a  problem  not  peculiar  to  this  district  alone 
and  is  not  easy  of  solution,  especially  when  it  is  inadvisable  for  is.  to  be 
disposed  of  on  grazing  land. 


RIVERS  AND STREAMS  POLLUTION . 


No  Improvement  was  possible  in  the  condition  of*  ditches  around  tne 
more  populous  villages  and  cannot  be  expected  until  sewerage  schemes  are 
put  in.  Nuisances  were  reduced  so  f‘ar  as  possible  by  cleansing  and  flushing 
the  worst  ditches .  Samples  of  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  have,  in  the 
mail,  been  satisfactory  and  good  relations  have  been  maintained  with  The 
Rivers  Boards,

There  is  one  private  swimming  bath  in  the  district  which  is  used  by 
the  public  on  occasion  by  special  permission.  The  water  is  from  springs 
and  is  chlorinated  when  in  use. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES. 

No  camping  sites  were  licensed,  but  seven  licenses  were  granted 
permitting  individual,  caravans  to  be  stationed  on  specific  sites. 

A  school  camp  was  held  for  a  fortnight  on  a  site  at  Caundle  Marsh  and 
an  inspection  was  made  and  advi.ce  given  on  maintenance  of  sanitary  conditions. 
No  nuisance  or  complaint  arose. 
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VERMINOUS  PREMISES . 


An  unusually  high  number  of  complaints  arose  from  the  infestation  of 
roof  spaces  with  flies  (musca  autumnal is )  and  thirteen  premises  were 
treated.  Advice  was  given  to  property  owners  on  the  prevention  of  further 
infestation. 

If,  during  the  winter,  householders  were  to  inspect  their  roof  spaces 
and  take  the  opportunity  then  to  get  rid  of  flies,  an  appreciable  reduction 
in  the  Summer  fly  infestation  might  result 0

The  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee,  of  which  Sherborne  Rural 
District  Council  is  one  of  the  six  constituent  authorities,  continued  to 
cany  out  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1 949 o 

The  work  of  the  Committee  continued  to  function  smoothly  and  the 
Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture ,  Fisheries  and 
Food  has  reported  that  both  in  cost  and  percentage  of  inspections  made, 
the  work  of  the  group  compares  very  favourably  with  the  figures  for 
similar  organisations  elsewhere  in  the  Division0 

Complaints  have  been  dealt  with  promptly  by  the  Rodent  Officer  and 
his  staff  and  the  Council 8  s  sewers  and  refuse  tip  are  baited  regularly.

The  provision  of  waterborne  sanitation  was  conpleted  at  Obome  School, 

Plans  for  improved  and  enlarged  sanitary  accommodation  at  Bradford 
Abbas  School  were  approved  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  done  early  in  1 957 o 

Two  Schools  in  the  district  (Nether  Compton  and  Holwell)  are  still 
equipped  with  vault  closets  which  are  very  unhygienic.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  improve  the  conditions,  but  as  these  are  both  voluntary  aided  Schools 
administered  by  boards  of  managers,  the  question  of  finance  is  a  serious 
obstacle.  Nevertheless,  such  type  of  sanitation  is  a  very  real  risk  to  the 
healtn  of  children  attending  the  Schools,  particularly  when  Poliomyelitis 
is  epidemic.

A  limited  amount  of  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  your  Slum 
Clearance  proposals  in  so  far  as  fourteen  unfit  dwellings  were  represented 
to  you  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936c  In  seven  of  these  cases, 
undertakings  that  the  dwellings  will  be  reconditioned  were  accepted.  In 
a  rural  area  it  is  much  more  preferable  that  'unfit'  dwellings  should  be 
rnnrlf*  fit  and  improved  than  that  they  should  be  demolished  and  be  replaced 
by  new  houses.
